The State H ighway C om m is­ 
sion Thursday voted an ad d i­ 
tional $100,000 to the H ighw ay 
60-70-99 project which w ill link 
the end of the present freew ay 
w est of G arnet to Thousand 
Palm s. 
The $100.000 w as designated 
for grading, surfacing a n d 
structures 
for the 14.5 m ile 
stretch of freew ay w hich w ill 
open four lanes of highw ay 
through the desert from Ban­ 
ning alm ost to Indio. 
THE TOTAL COST of this 
project is expected to be in ex ­ 
cess of tw o and a half m illion 
dollars w h en com pleted. 
Present plans call for the new' 
road to leave the present route; 
by-pass G arnet to the north 
and then follow the Southern 
Pacific Railroad to Thousand 
Palm s w here it w ill rejoin the 
present road. 
A current link in this freew ay 
is now nearing com pletion and 
stretches from 1.2 m iles east of 
W hitew ater to 2.3 m iles w est of 
Garnet. 
MEANWHILE, the Slate H igh­ 
w ay Com m ission took prelim in­ 
ary action to elim inate the last 
m ile of three-lane highway' on 
U.S. 70-99 betw een Palm Springs 
Junction and Los Angeles. 
The com m ission adopted a 
routing for a 1.2 m ile section of 
the road east of Colion and d e­ 
clared it a freeway. The section 
extends from Warm Creek, east 
of the Colton City lim its, to 
H unt’s Lane.

T he lest consists of the siren 
alarm , with the public not par- 


L ights flashed on all over Hie 
V illage shortly before 2 a.m .. 
Friday, and m any V illagers 
rushed outside in llieir dressing 
robes w ith an air of expectancy. 
Occasion was a series 
of 
earth tremors, the first of w hich 
struck at 1:55 a.m . and lasted 
for approxim ately 20 seconds. It 
w as described by long-tim e 
residents as the "jolt Ingest” 
earthquake in m any years. 
The second followed two m in ­ 
utes later and w as weaker and 
of less duration. Otlters follow ­ 
ed w hich were noticeable only 
by sounds of rum bling, with the 
third m inor shock com ing at 
2:22 a.m. 
THE INITIAL QUAKE caused 
beds to rock, with few V illagers 
having been found who con ­ 
tinued their slum ber. 
M any persons called the Palm 
Springs police departm ent, w ith 
Officer T. M. Aitken sw am ped 
with calls for m ore than tw o 
houfs. Detective Ted G reene 
interrupted his other duties to 
assist Aitken in assuring Vil 
lagers that no serious dam age 
had been caused hero or in 
other Southland cities. 
NUMEROUS PERSONS con ­ 
tacted relatives or friends in 
oilier cities, w ishing reassur- 
anco of their safety, and still 
others called their friends re­ 
siding in other parts of the 
V illage asking about Ihc in ten ­ 
sity of the tremor in their d is­ 
trict.No serious dam age w as re­ 
ported here, or elsew here in the 
Southland. Center of the quake 
is believed to have been the 
Im perial Valley. 
Several persons in Hie V illage 
reported pictures falling from 
the w all, or objects being dts-

C'ity Council Tuesday evening 
directed City Attorney Jerry 
Bunker to send letters to Con­ 
gressional leaders in support of 
a proposed law to elim inate the 
M ission Indian Act which re­ 
quires Indians to own land for 
25 years before receiving a 
clear tille. 
Action w as taken follow ing 
reports by Bunker and Council­ 
m an Earle Slrebe on their re­ 
cent appearance before the joint 
Congressional hearing on the 
‘“withdraw al bill.” 
Both said that Congressmen 
they had contacted expressed 
favor toward the hill which 
would rem ove the Indians in 
California from federal control.

Panama City, Fla., March 17 


ONE OF THE MOST DELIGHTFUL drises we have had 
in Florida, began at Pensacola, the extreme northerly portion 
of the Panhandle, and continued down through to Panama 
City. 
The highway hugs the coast almost all the way and 
the wide beaches are capped with the most beautiful white 
sand I have ever seen. 
In places there are long desolate 
stretches which reminded me of the sand dunes west of 
Yuma, Arizona. 


Panama City is the largest settlement on the Florida Pan­ 
handle and has an interesting history. Many years ago Minor 
C. Kieth. the banana king, visited the then tiny community 
called Harrison and visioned it as a potential gateway to a 
rich South American commerce. 
It has a wonderful natural 
harbor and its proximity to Central and South America to­ 
gether with its railways leading into Georgia and Alabama, 
placed it in strong position to compete with other Gulf ports. 
He had the city's name changed to Panama City, but that 
is as far as his dream was ever realized. 


But the little town of 5,000 was not to remain a failure. 
The outbreak of World War II gave Panama City its first 
big break, like it did so many other towns throughout the 
nation. 
But prior to this, two other things started the com­ 
munity on it’s way to success. 
They were the establishment 
here of a large Kraft paper mill by the International Paper 
company and the building of the road from Pensacola over 
which we have just traveled. The air base known, as Tyndall 
Air Force Base was set up during World W ar II and has 
continued in operation ever since. 
The paper mill and the 
air base now account for payrolls in excess of $25,000,000 
a year. 


Because of its inaccessibility Panama City had very little 
resort business until the middle thirties when the highway 
from Pesacola was built. 
This opened up nearly 20 miles of 
the beautiful undeveloped beaches and the section has now 
become a favorite Summer resort for residents to the north 
Then, too, the city has several lakes within its limits which 
have been developed with recreational facilities. 


Few transcontinental motorists come down this route from 
Pensacola to Panama City. They take the more direct route 
into Florida via Talahassee but they are missing a beautiful 
drive and it isn’t very much farther through Panama City. 


A method by which this city is planning excessive improve­ 
ments is an interesting one. It is being handled by the Panama 
Citv Improvement Commission which is a political subdivision 
of the city whose' members arc appointed by the city council. 
The commission has drawn plans to construct a multi-million 
dollar bridge across the bay to Red Fish Point and divide 
the land into plats for new home construction. 
The com­ 
mission also has raised 8250,000 for street improvements and 
repairs. 
This method of financing and carrying out improve­ 
ments by a commission which is independent of the city 
council is a very good one. Some such plan might be worked 
out by the City of Palm Springs. 


Seeing all these hskes around here makes me wish that we 
had a small body of water near Palm Springs. Perhaps some 
day soirteone will figure out a way to pipe the water from 
the melting snows of San Jacinto, down into the desert, and 
create a fresh water lake near Pa.lm Springs. Sounds fantastic, 
doesn't it? 
Well, more impossible things have been accom­ 
plished.
